The LHS News Exchange 
meets during X-Block each 
week under the direction of 
Wendy Thompson and co-di- 
rectors Mark Stevens and 
Craig Della Penna. The pro- 
gram, which is completely 
written and produced by stu- 
dents, is shown during lunch 
the following week. The sto- 
ries are drawn from all areas 
of student’s life — sports, 
clubs, music, drama, art, stu- 
dent government, etc. In ad- 
dition to its stories the News 
Exchange also has an occa- 
sional commentary as well as 
their weekly “Person on the 
street,’ who goes around in- 
terviewing students on a cur- 
rent question of interest.

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The Law ot the Land 


At Lexington High School, 
students have a voice in cre- 
ating school policy. That voice 
is the LHS Senate, a body 
made up of students and 
teachers that has the ability to 
change the rules at the high 
school by discussing and pass- 
ing bills. The Senate affects all 
parts of school life. During the 
91-’92 session, some of the is- 
sues that the Senate dealt with 
included substitutes, recycling 
litter, the budget, saluting the 
flag, and many other impor- 
tant topics. 

A very controversial bill that 
the Senate re-submitted dur- 
ing the 91-92 session was the 
Substitute Bill. That bill gave 
teachers of senior classes the 
ability to cancel class as op- 
posed to having a substitute. 
There was much heated debate

over this topic but the bill was 
finally accepted and is now 
school policy. 

Another issue that the Sen- 
ate dealt with this year was lit- 
ter and recycling. The Senate 
acted on the Recycling Bill, 
created last year, which called 
for a campaign to improve en- 
vironmental awareness in the 
school. Also, the Senate worked 
to keep the school clean by 
forming a committee to inves- 
tigate litter on school grounds. 
Students at LHS were at risk 
of losing some of the outside 
eating areas because they were 
not kept clean, but the senate 
worked to keep the area clean, 
and it remained available to the 
student body. 

And as always, during the 
*91-’92 session the senate had 
to deal with the Lexington

Association

As the lea- 
gue’s top distance squad, they exhibited 
a refined athletic style. 

The sprinting crew consisting of Jun- 
iors Lora Marzilli, Jane Cargill, Joceyln 
Nill, and Freshman Caroline Kasparian 
was also a strong component of the girls’ 
team. Led by the unconquerable pair of 
Marzilli and Cargill, the Minutemaids 
annihilated all competition. The sprint- 
ing crew also furnished the Maids with 
several of its successful mile relay run- 
ners. 


In the field events, Senior Quad-Cap- 
tain Michelle Pavidis, accompanied by 
Junior Carrie Granger, Sophomores Cara 
Attanuci and Maya Levy, posed an im- 
minent threat in the shot put. Weakened 
by injury, the crew was still able to bol- 
ster several much needed points in some 
of the team’s fiercest competition.
